■lerouB incidents of the Boxer uptiH 
Ing, the assa.sslnation of liai on \ 01. 
lictteler, and tlie relief uf the legauoa^ 
At' Peking by the allied tnMW, waeie- 
upon the note remariu: 

Inasmuch as China has recogntzott 
her reeponsibiity. uxincuaod regret uuu 
evinced a desire to see an end put to 
the situation created by the atoteiiaiu 
disturbances, the powers have deter- 
nlned to accede to her request upon 
the irrevotable tonditious (■iuuhpi- iii ,1 
below, which they deeiu indispentiiuie 
to expiate the Crimea committed and 
to prevent their recurrence.

perial decree to be issued and publish- 
ed throughout the empire ordering that

over the Island of Cuba. He said: 
"The meaning I intended to convey 
was that the American flag would 
float over Cuba until a stable govern- 
ment was formed that will be capable 
of protecting life and property and 
giving confidence to ca|>ltal. The 
United States has promised the Cubans 
self-government and will carry out Us 
promise. Upon the Cubans will rest 
the res|)on8ibility of determining 
whether the government shall b« per- 
manent or otherwise." 

I'nder the escort of W. B. Homer, 
president, and a committee from the 
New England .society of St. Louis.

The, Paris man could not 
have been the son of T. H. Wolsam. 
whom he said live(l southeast of this 
city. There is no such resident by that 
name living In this section. 



Ivenluelty-liiillHiia i.liie. 
Frankfort, Ky., Dec. 21.— In the 
court of appeals the petition for a re - 
hearing of the Kentucky-Indiana state 
boundary line dispute was overniled. 
In an <.plnlon contiirred in by a 
Jority of the Judges, Judge Dureil holds 
that Kentucky has exclusive Jurisdic- 
tion on the Ohio river to the low 
water mark on the Indiana side. .Judge 
Hobson delivered a separate opinion 
holding that Indiana has concurrent 
Jurisdiction over the river. The suit 
grew out of an Indiana civil attach- 
ment served on a steamboat, and it Is 
tMi tor want ot state Jarisdletlon. 

MrrlkeM Mot. 

Antwerp, Dec. 24.— A fresh attack 
was mail ; by striking doi k laboreis 
and others on nou-imionists. at the 
Ockerlll wharf. A detachment of T,i) 
policemen charged the atrikers, firing 
revolvers Into the crowd. Thirty men 
were wounded, 10 severely. The strik- 
ers withdrew, taking some of theii 
wounded. Their attitude is mena<'ing. 
the poll6e are being reinforced and 
more fighting is Imminent 

InlluenxH Rpl«f*m o. 

St. Petersburg, Dec, 24.— The influ- 
enza epidemic here is so severe that 
the mortality return for the ii.i^t \si> k 
has been the, highest for a decade. A 
meeting ot physicians was summoned 
to discuss remedies, but scarcely half 
dosen responded to the call, the rest 
being overworked, or themselves vi;'- 
tlms of the malady. The weather is 
conducive to the spread ot the disor- 
der, being changeable. 

Powers CMse Still I'eudliiK. 
Frankfort, Ky., Dec. 24.— The court 
of appeals adjourned till the January 
term without rendering a decision in 
the case of ex-Secretary of State Caleb 
Powers, charged with complicity in the 
Ooebel assasslnatloa and sentenced to 
life imprisonment This passes it up 
to the new court which will land four 
Bopubllcus to thrss OsoMieMts. 

Confettsed ■ Horrible Crime. 

Los Angeles. Cai., Dec. 24.— Edward 
V. HIgglns, who resides in Coldwater 
canyon, has oontessed that he killed 
his BOtlMr and WIUUmb ihachan, a 
sheep herder, with an ax Dec. 4. A 
body has been found in a grave on the 
hillside where HIgglns says he buried 
bis victims. The aelt-aooused mur- 
dorsr sbefWB signs ot deoiMiUa.

The war office hn^ 
received the following dispatch from 
Lord Kitchener, dated Pretoria, Dec. 22. 

"As far aa it is possible for me to 

form an opinion from the reports o. 

ofUceis on the s\x)t. I lliiiik the Boei 
movement into Cape Colony has been 
checked. Of the two forces that en- 
tered the colony the eastern Is stiU 
north of the Zoutpansberg range 
while the one that entered west ap 
pears to. have been turned in the di- 
rection of Britstown and Prieska. Oui 
troops are getting around both bodies 
The Boers have not received much as 
Blstan( e In Cajie Colony, as f.ir a^; a.; 
information g " s. \Ve have arme.i 
some of the colonists, who are assist 
ing our forces. The western column o 
Boers oocui)ied Britstown and cut th« 
railway south of DeAar junction. Th' 
enemy is being followed up. 

"General French has been in contac; 
for two days with the commandos j 
Beyers and Delarey, south of the Ma 
galiesberg. He is pursuing them. Tin 
enemy have lost considerable, ai^i 
Commanda,nt Kreuz and others have 
been captured. General Colvllle en- 
gage<l two separate c-->mmandoes De- 
cember 21 near VlaJfonleln with slifil.i 
losses, the enemy retiring. Dowet U 
In the neighborhood ot Senekal. Clem- 
ent's force was engaged Friday soutb 
of Ollphant's Nek, but do not yet knov\ 
the result." 

London, Dec. 24.— Lord Kitchener", 
dispatches, breathing a confldence no 
Justified by their contents, are almos. 
the only available news from the seal 
of hotitiliUe.s in South Africa, but tele- 
grams from Cape Town depict the slt- 
ua<tion In anything but rooeate hues 
Without believing the asseillon of th« 
Transvaal agency in Brussels thai 
6,000 Boers have Invaded Capo Colony 
it is quite evident tba,t the invasion 
Is a serious and well planned affair. 

In oonnectloo with this a corre- 
spondent sends an extremely interest- 
ing letter, dated Bethulie, describing 
General Dewet and his doings. "Dewr! 
Ihui never been taken serlousl> 
enough." says the oorreq>ondent. "It 
is ot little use to pursue Mm, as hf 
fights a rear gtiard action and g.t'ns 
20 miles while he is being fi ught. H> 
Is a born military genJus, whc'se won 
derful powers have kept up this phe 
nomenal resistance." 

The Cape Colony cabinet had nn l:u- 
portant ai'.ting Sunday. It appe:;:? 
that the Boers have destroyed a r:,il- 
way bridge 90 feet long a<bout 12 miles 
south of DeAar, and that no oipe 
malls have arrival at B!o<':nfoTite'n 
for three days. Further anxiety hat 
been causwl in C::pe Town by tlic i! s 
covery that, during the last two 
months, public bodies In out of the 
way places have received supplies ol 
dyi»:uiiite. The colonial piovernment Ir 
now endeavoring to recover p 'ss s i; i. 
of these explcaivea and is reruoviu 
Sill store* ot arms and ammunlUos 
from suspected depots. 

Other advices from Cape Town rep 
resent tht Dutch element in Cape Col- 
ony as greatly eia^ted over the souLb- 
ward progress ot the Boers and a. 
boasting that the whole district of Vic- 
toria West will Join the raiders. It 
suspectwl in Cap*,- Town that the fo.c 
traveling from Zoutpans drift Is not e 
body of Boers but one of colonials 
hastening to Join the invaders. 

A Ptetermarttsburg correspondent 
wires: "Tho Boers are active between 
Johannesburg and Pretoria, exchang- 
ing shots with the British outposts, 
and U is rsportod that parties of Boera 
«re hovering around Jobannsoburg." 

Horses For the BrItUh. 

Kansas City. Dec. 24.— CapUin Hey- 
gate ot the British army Is purchasing 

50,000 cavalry horses and mules ty: tli( 
British army In South Africa, lit 
came here more than a year ago tc 
buy horses and mules tor the Britisb 
army, but was ordered home a short 
time ago because it wa.s thought the 
Bder war was over. But the unexpect 
ed renewal of hostilities made the pur- 
chase ot more horses and mules abso- 
lutely necessary. As fast as the animals 
are inspected and bought they will bt 
sent to New Orleaua and shipped to 
South Africa. Since the beginning oi 
the Boer war Bngiand baa purchased 
over 100.000 band ot bonsf u»d males 
in th* Unlfd Stat**.
